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Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

Vital  Statistics. — The  population  of  the  Penistone  Urban 
District  on  June  30th,  1925,  is  estimated  to  have  been  4,034. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  1,133  acres,  so  that  the  density  of 
population  is  3^  persons  per  acre. 

During  the  year  75  births  occurred — 43  boys  and  32  girls. 

The  birth-rate,  therefore,  was  18.6  per  thousand,  while  that  for 
the  whole  country  was  18.3,  merely  a  fractional  difference. 

There  died  in  the  same  period  38  people  usually  resident  in  the 
district. 

Twenty-six  deaths  were  those  of  men  and  13  only  were  of 
women. 

The  death-rate  was  9.4,  compared  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales  of  12.2. 

Six  certificates  of  cause  of  death  were  issued  by  the  West  Riding 
Coroner  after  an  inquiry  ;  that  is,  17.6  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
were  due  to  accident,  misadventure,  or  suicide. 

The  percentage  of  inquest  cases  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  6.9 

Two  deaths  were  caused  by  the  tubercle  bacillus,  but  no  other 
death  due  to  infectious  disease  occurred. 

Of  the  other  causes  of  death  heart  disease  (8  deaths)  and  cancer 
(4  deaths)  are  the  most  prominent. 


The  heart  disease  cases  should  be  grouped  with  other  diseases  of 
the  circulatory  system,  two  of  arterio-sclerosis  and  two  of  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  making  a  total  of  12  cases  from  this  cause. 

Four  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  twelve  months, 
the  infantile  death-rate  per  thousand  births  being  53.3,  compared 
with  that  of  75  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Eleven  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  two  of 
diphtheria,  and  one  of  erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year.  All 
the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
removed  to  hospital. 

All  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  or  of  doubtful  tuberculosis  occurring 
in  the  area  are  referred  to  the  tuberculosis  officer  for  his  report  and 
for  recommendation  for  sanatorium  treatment  if  suitable. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  new  developments  occurred 
during  1925,  but  work  commenced  on  the  sewage  farm  in  1924  was 
continued. 

Part  of  the  old  Cubley  area  is  still  unconnected. 

Two  covered  privies  were  converted  to  the  water-carriage  system. 

There  were  no  nuisances  in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  1925. 
Thirty  fresh  nuisances  occurred  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were 
abated  in  the  same  period.  Complaints  have  been  made  to  me  that 
the  sanitary  staff  have  been  dilatory  in  emptying  some  privies. 
I  have  taken  up  the  matter  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  hope  to 
find  an  improvement. 

Water. — No  shortage  of  water  nor  deficiency  in  quality  occurred. 

Milk  and  Other  Foods. — There  are  six  milk-sellers  who  are 
also  cowkeepers  registered  in  the  district.  The  cowsheds  and  dairies 
are  inspected  regularly. 

There  are  three  slaughter-houses  licensed.  None  of  these  is  in 
an  ideal  position.  They  are  inspected  weekly  and  a  good  stanoard 
of  cleanliness  attained. 

Six  tins  of  corned  beef  were  condemned  during  the  year.  None 
was  exposed  for  sale,  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  being 
called  to  their  condition  by  the  retailer  on  receipt  of  the  same  from 
the  wholesaler. 


Housing’. — No  new  house  was  erected  during  1925*  Inspections 
were  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  etc. 

Schools. — The  St.  John’s  School  was  closed  once  for  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  measles  and  once  for  a  nuisance  caused  by  percolation  of 
sewage  from  adjoining  property. 

Works  and  Factories. — Inspections  of  works  and  factories  in 
the  neighbourhood  have  been  satisfactory  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view. 

Arrangements  for  escape  in  case  of  fire  comply  with  the  regula¬ 
tions. 

Summar3'.-— During  the  last  five  years  distinct  progress  has 
been  made. 

The  population  has  increased,  the  death-rate  fallen,  and  the 
chief  health  services,  the  water  supply  and  sewage  disposal,  safe¬ 
guarded  and  improved. 

A  number  of  new  houses  has  been  erected.
